oof, ot tlu iiiOst powerful Bolvento, not 
only doca it nuossanly bocomo improg 
ni,tud with HO mo ol too materials ol the 
stnitn through whioli it flows, but it IB 
aKo hublo to be contiiuiiniited, ovon in 
deep wolls, by the putrolying organic 
subalanoes on the surface of tho ground 
in tlio neighborhood. The rains thnt 
full on tho refuse mutters in (arm yards

A yot moro fruitful aouroa 


of adulteration, however, flows from the 
privies and tho droppings and unno of 
niumnls in tlio stables and about the 
farm yard 
Neither the tasto, smell, 


nor the appearanoo of the water afifordg 
any certain proof ol its freedom from 
unwholesome contamination from those 
oausoi, lor it has trof|uontly happened 
that odorloss water with a ploasant Usto 
and a clear, sparkling look, has still 
bcua dangerously impregnated with or 
game iiupurUHB, 


To aroid thcso evils, care and judg 


rnont should bo used in selecting the 
sito of wells . The nature ot the soil 
should be taken into consideration as 
the most impoitant factor m detcrmin 
ing tho question 
Ii* this be sandy or 


gravelly, it will bo specially favorable 
to the percolation of surface water with 
us attendant pollutions, and tho well 
should, in all such oases, be at consider- 
able distance from the privy, tarmynrd, 
and all spots where organic refuse mat- 
ters ire allowed to accumulate 
The 


dip of the ground is another important 
consideration in this connection 
It is 


alwnys desirable that this should tend 
downward trom the well to the sources 
of tho ikhlcniont just mentioned 
The 


same rtuiurk applies oven more forcibly 
to tho giobgieul formation of iho strata 
through which the well penetrates Tho 
curb of tho well should be water-proof, 
so as to prevent the lateral infiltration of 
Burlooo wutor 
On this amount, 
and 


ulao on soveiul others, tube wells are 
generally considcrt-d preferablu to dug 
wells, wherever they can be convenient- 
ly driven 


'Ihe employment of lead pi pee for 


conducting water longdistance* should, 
if possible, bo Evoidod, and wherever 
these are used in wells, the water that 
has rested in them lor any length of 
time should always be removed, and 
that only which has just boon drawn
